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fyedico Topographical Account of the Ghiefship 
of Shahpura, Rajputana. 


T. (JENKRAI. DESCRIPTION. 

Shahpura ia a small tract of country iu South-East Rajputatm, it* 
greatest length from North to South being about 30 miles, ami its 
greatest width. East and West, some 21 miles. 

The total area of the Chiefship including the Kochola Pargamib is 
705 square miles. The latter Pnrganah has an area of 300 square miles, 
acid is made up of the three Tehsiia of Kachola, Ulela and Re was : these 
consist ol fourteen islands of territory, which he in the Me war State, to 
the South and East of Shahpura. The main portion of the Ghiefship 
consists of the Fhulia Parganuh, which is eub divided into five Tehsils, 
those of Shahpura, Phulia, San gar ia, Dikola, and Dharia. 

The Ghiefship is for the most part fiat and treeless and no hills of 
any height break the monotony of the plain : at Khamore and Mindolin, 
however, are to he seen some low hills and a range equally insignificant 
runs from Dikola to Nowgaon, a distance of about a mile und-a-half: here 
and there are outcrops of mica, schist, granite and hornblend from small 

hillocks which can be seen for milts. 

There is no big jungle in the Ghiefship, but large Bira exist at 
Lasaria, Karamrawas, Kanechan and Dhani, ami in these are harboured 
large numbers of wild boar, black buck and chinkara; hare, fox, jackals 
nnd wolves arc also plentiful, while the usual migratory game birds visit 
the tanks in large numbers and offer excellent opportunities for the 
sportsman. During the rainy season the florican, {tthermore, ShahpaS'tnd), 
b also found in the grass Birs in fair numbers. The following are edit* 
sidered sacred in the Ghiefship; Cows, Bulls, Langurs. Peacock and 

Pigeon. 

The plains are fertile and largely cultivated and depend mostly on 
the monsoon for their crops; the Klmri river and its tributaries, the 
Mansi and two other nullahs, are inconstant ri vers and drain the water 
from this tract of land in a North and Eastly direction, into the Banns 

river* 

There are no natural lakes. The only town of any iitpatMM is 
Shahpura, which had in 190 i, a population of 8,974. Phulia and Snngnm 
are rich and thriving villages of UG9 and 2,354 inhabitants respectively ; 
the only other villages of any size are Daria, Dbauop, Dikola and 
Kothian which have a population of between one and two thousand. V or 
the rest, the people live in small cluster* of earth* built huts, erected near 
the most fertile parts of the country, and usually situated on the summit 
of a rise in the ground; these hamlets are for the most part squalid and 
mean, but the people are as a whole contented and comfortably well 

provided. 



Cwm. <i u t who n*. - - X" railway has «* Vet penetrate*! the CUiofship, 
but the Kajputnna-Malwn line pawn?* through the Me war territory to the 
West of Shahfiuro; passengers for Shahpma city alight at Ltimhia station : 
from this place after a drive of twelve mites the Dikola T*hsil U entered, 
the Capital being reached some ten miles further on. The rood from 
Lamhia to Shahpura, which is hut a country cart traek, is the best 
katcha road in the Cbiefstiip, whhh as yet \ mo) can boast of no metal- 
led roads. The road from Deoli to Shahpura is in parts rough and 
uncared for, making the drive «>f 30 miles long and tedious, 

TAe Capita/—The town of Shah pur a h situated 25' 3 S' N and 
71* 56' E and is 30 miles from D.oU, 60 from Ajmer and £2 from 
Landau Station. Its population in 1 SiO 1 was8,074. 

Anheofogy.— Of archeological remains the Chiefs dp cannot Iwast 
of many ; the only place which js of interest from this point of view, is 
the village of Dhnnop some 12 miles From Shahpura; this in olden times 
was a flourishing town and a stronghold of Buddhism, as is witnessed by 
dm black stone carvings and idols, which have been excavated ; these 
tf mples suffered severely under the hands of the Mohammedan Emperors, 
and but little now remains to show the former importance of the place, 
Tlio original old wall of Shahpura commenced in the time of Bharat 
Singh, still surrounds tlm town and is, tike all fortresses built ut that 
jrt.'fiod, h massive structure of stone, brick ami earth ot about 32 leet in 
width. 

The only other building of interest is the collection of chains at 
Knrudwum; this is a very Indy place and the head-quarter of the Sudhu 
of Bam Saudii sect , only members of this sect and of the itojudhirajas 
family are privileged to be cremated here, mid when their ashes have 
been sent to the (iangvs, a chatri is erected to the memory of the 
tl-parted ami marks the site of the cremation. In this way has come 
him* .-xbunee a very tine collecthm r.f .-Inttris, the most ancient of which 
du«s not however date previous to 165b A.If 


II.— HISTUttY—{ Taken from h'azvttcer ) 

The Shapers family bt-Iongs to the Scsodia clan of Rajputs bring 
descended from A mar Singh 1. Kami of Mewar about the end of tho 
sixteenth century, through his son Sunij Mnl. The Chiefsbip of Shah- 
jmm fume into existence about 1629, when Surnj Mai's son, Siijan Singh, 
revived from tlie Emperor Shah Jnhatt, as a re ward for gallant services, 
h irmnt ot the Pargunah of Phulb out of the crown land* of Ajmer, on 
condition of performing service with 50 horseman. Sujun Singh at once 
changed tho name of this district to Shahpura after his benefactor, and 
fbaiideri the town of the same name; he was thus the that Chief of Shah¬ 
pura. 1 Ie was killed in 1658 at Fntehahad near Ujjain, when lighting 
,,ii the side of Dat a against Aurangxtb. His grandson, Bharat Singh 
was the third Cider, and received from the Emperor Amangzob the title 
of Baja. Th« next Chief was Utned Singh w]m was killed at Ujjain in 
I 76y when fighting lor Kana Ari Si ugh of Mewar against Mahadjt 
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Sin I Kin. Th-; seventh Chief Amur Singh 11796-1827) is said to have 
received from the Muharmm of Mewar the title of Rnja Dhirnj which ia 
accorded to successors to this day. The eleventh and present Chief is 
Jhija Dhirnj Nuliur Singh who succeeded by adoption in 1870 received full 
powers in 1*715, mid was made a K.C.I.E. in t&03- l nd..r the Banad of 
June 27, lK4f*, the Chiefahip pays to the British Government a tribute of 
Its. 10,000, subject to die proviso that, if the Customs duties lie vied in 
the Ajmer Dstrict be abolished, the Chief shall, if the Government so 
wish also cease to collect such duties, and in such a case the tribute shall 
be reduced lit Rs, 2,000 a year. The Chief has received the right of 
adoption. 

In addition to holding Shahpura directly by grant from the British 
Government, the Raja Dhirnj possesses the estate of KachhoJa in Udai¬ 
pur, for which he pays tribute and does formal service as a groat noble of 

that State.

Climates, Winds an a Rainfall. * 

The winter months in Shahpura are cold, dry and very pleasant; 
during the months of December and January, a minimum temperature 
varying from 35* to 46* F is recorded, and the poorer inhabitants who 
cannot afford the luxury of a five, and seldom vary the amount of their 

clothing, suffer severely from the cold. 

From the 15th of March on the weather changes, and it gradually 
becomes hotter until the rams ; the maximum temperature recorded 
i„ the ten years ending 1908, varied from 112* F to 116° F in the shade, 
the hottest months of the year being May and June, during the four 
hot months a very hot dry wind, known locally as the 11 Loo” blows 
incessantlyi and with varying ’intensity, ceasing about 2 a m., but 
occasion idly persisting throughout the entire night. This wind is of the 
greatest service in working the khuskhas tatties, by which living rooms 
are at this season kept coni, Dust '* devils and sand -storms are frequeut 

and often very violent. 

Shah pur,i is not supplied with an anemometer or wind vane. 

The ruins which do not usually break in Shahpura until the 1st, 
2nd ur 3rd week in July, have during the period 1S01I to 1903, only once 
set in, in the month of June ; the monsoon composed as it is, partly of 
the Arabian ami partly of the Himalayan currents, is slight and variable, 
being mostly in the form of local thunder-storms. 

The average rainfall is 25 inches, anything less than this is greatly 
felt by the cultivators, owing to the lack of irrigation facilities. 

During the rains, the temperature fells somewhat, but the air 
is charged with moisture, and at times in the absence of any breess, it is 
very diafigreeablB- 

The month of October is still unpleasantly warm for a European. 

Light rains usually fall in December or January, and are of consid- 
erfklilc gpfvicp Lo tlitf H&tai crops.

IV.-'WATER SUPPLY. ( a ) Walk 

The water supply is derived entirely from surface wells and tanks. 

Fhe wells contain mostly a free supply of water, more or less hard 
and brackish, but used by the population ns their only supply of drink¬ 
ing 1 water. 

Well water is also very generally used throughout the Chiefship for 
watering wheat, barley and cotton and other Rabi crops; as one travels 
through the country, numerous are the green and prosperous oases in the 
surrounding sandy plain. 

The water level in the walls in and Around Shahpura wss in May 
1908, 18 to 39 ft. below the surface.

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All six wells showed scanty sediment, consisting of vegetable debris 
clay and parnnmecia III and I V should not be considered potable waters 

although used by the people as a water supply; tlve other wells supply 
airly good water. 

(A) Artificial Tttnh,— Agriculture is, however, very largely depend¬ 
ent on irrigation from artificial lakes or “tanks" of which there arc 3s 
iu the Chiefs hip. 

The large Bund at Bfiimpura, which was completed in May 1;JQ8, at 
a cost of about Ks. 4,50,000 wad breached by the torrential rains of 
June and July of that year; from end to end it measures 2| miles, and 
when full, the area of water is calculated at 5 square miles; it will irrigate 
more than 15,000 bigahs ofland.anti will be an incalculable boon to the 
cultivators of the district. 

V.—YITAL STATISTICS AND ETHNOLOGY. 

(a) Population .—The population of the Chie&hip at the Census of 
1901 was 42,676. Out ol which number, 15,37*2 inhabited the small 
hamlets scattered through the State, and 8,974 were in tlie Capital.

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(<*) Caste and Classes.— The tribes and castes found in Shahfmm nvo 
numerous: the accotn puny i ng table, takao from the Census He port of 
1301, shows the Hindu comm unity to be composed of no less than 17 
separate and distinct castes; of these, the Ram Sanelii fcvtdhus alone will 
be mentioned here. The founder of this sect was Ram Charon Das, who 
flourished about the middle of the 18 th Century ; he led u holy and devoted 
life and preached the identity of the Soul and God * he denounced idolatry 
and the caste system and advocated a celibate life of devotion, Hiph 
motives, however, seem now to have disappeared and his followers ap¬ 
parently observe no religious tenets of any sort, beyond the constant 
repetition of the word i?am Ham. 

This sect is not composed of any special caste but recruits its devotees 
from all the various Hindu classes ; the monastery of the sect is the 
Ran id war a Temple at Shah pure where the chief priest or malutni lives : 
at the annual Mela of the Phool Dol which takes place in the month 
of March, infants are dedicated to this monastery and are received into 
the Sadi ill religion ; adults of all castes and classes are also admitted and 
thereby forego all claims to house and properly and become mendicants ; 
the devotees then take up their residence at the Shahpura monastery, 
or at one of the branch houses, belonging to the sect, or wander as relig 
ious beggars through the country. 

The Kaim Khunia were originally Rajputs but became converts to 
Mahrtmtnedanistu during the reign of Mohammedan Emperors.

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(d) Education .—The people aru for the most part illiterate, there 
being 40,423 persons unable to read or write any language. In Shall pura 
town there are three schools, two tor boys, and one for girls ; to enable 
the sons of Jagirdars, Thakurs and others not living at Shfihpuru to attend 
the Schools at that town, a boarding-house was built by the mother of 
Raj ad hi raj a N a liar Singh and was named after her the “ Karam Soth " 
Boarding-house. 

Schools for boys also exist at Dikuln, Phulin, Sangarm and Kothiam 
The languages spoken are Mewari, and Kajastani, a few of the more 
educated people knowing Urdu and Hindi. Fn 1901, only 10 persons 
could read and write English. 


IV. -ECONOMICS. 


pj) Agriculture .—The preparation ol the land lor both Kbarif and 
Rfibi crops is practically identical: during the two months which pre 
cede the sowings, the earth is ploughed up once or twice, with the com¬ 
mon Kulli; the Kbarif crops are not sown until the 2nd or 3rd fall of 
rain, aud until the ground has once more been turned by the plough. 

Light weeding is required during the growth of thy crops, and from 
dm time the first sprouts make their appearance until the harvest, the 
crop* have to be watched night and day to preserve them from the in¬ 
roads of the wild boar, black buck, ehinkara, squirrels and the numer¬ 
ous birds, which abound in Shabpura. 

Occasionally locusts visit the Chief?hip and cause great destruction 
to the crops.

(t) Trades, — The needs of the people of Shahpura are small, onJ 
there are thus few trades worthy of mention beyond the ordinary occupa¬ 
tions of Indian villagers. 

In the year 1700 A.D.. a family of dyers came and settled in Shah¬ 
pura town and since have carried on a thriving trade amongst the local 
people. The dyes are Indigo, Kasum and Al. 

About half a Century ago a native of Japan took up his abode in 
Shahpura and introduced a Japanese Lacquer work, for which Shahpura 
was for a period famous; since the death of the introducer of this <f Jap uii 
Kain ” the art has become extinct. The Lohara turn out knives, swords 
and other iron implements of a simple description from imported steel 
and iron ; their work is, however, only rough and is of no special 
value, 

A curious industry which is seen in Shahpura is the making oi 
Bangles, known by the natives as “ Churies ;" they are made from 
ooeoanut shells which are shaped and turned in a lathe. 

Cotton weaving is only done* on a small scale by the Balaiea, Kolbs, 
and Julahns; hand looms ure used; a coarse bind of cloth called Roza is 
made and is in great request; printing on this course fabric is also under¬ 
taken to a certain extent in the Capital. 

Bricks, tiles, and gnrrahs for local use are also made. Thera is one 
cotton press and ginning Factory at Shahpura where cotton for export 
to Bombuy is pressed. 

. (c) Minerals .—At Cliampura in the Kachohv Pnrganah, iron ore is 

to i>e found in a hillock ; it appears that in the past, iron ore was worked 
at this place but of recent years none has been extracted, 

l n the Phulia Pttrganah large quantities of garnets are to be found ; 
they are worked to a certain extent: the value of the output in 1907 
was over Rs. 9,700. 

Traces of mica exist but no serious effort has been made to exploit 
this mineral, which would probably be found in veins quite as rich as 
those near by in Ajmer- Met war a territory. 

(>l) Fud nnd Fodder. —The trees chiefly used for firewood are the 
baboo I, dhuk, khejra, indokra, and khair, these are cut in the neigh¬ 
bouring Birs or are brought from the scattered hills of the Kachala 
Hargatiah. 

Dried cowdung is used extensively by the poor people ns fuel. 
Thu streets are not lighted in Shahpura. The oil of Til (Gongolu) 
and cheap imported Kemsine oil are burned by the people in their 
lamps. 

Fodder ,—There arc in the Chiefship four large grass Birs at Lnsai hi, 
Karamrawas. Kanechnn, and at Dhani ; from these a plentiful supply of 
^rasrt is obtained. Large ami numerous grass stocks have been erected at 
Shahpura and in the event of scarcity or famine, the cuttle of the 
Pargnrmh coaid be kept for over a year on the accumulations of 

grass 
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VH—BOTANICAL, 

Shahpura shares with the rest of the plains of Rajputa.ua a great 
floral poverty ; there is no jungle properly so cail°d t and the plain is 
scantily supplied with trees and shrubs. 

The larger trees are mostly to be found near tanks and wells and 
along the river banks. 

The accompanying Table VIII give the trees and shrubs indiginoui- 
to the Chiefship and other common trees and plants which have been in¬ 
troduced from other parte of India; in Column 5 will be found the use 
to which the natives put the various trees and shrubs.

The strolls and roods of Shahpurn. are mostly narrow, crooked and 
uneven, and the main street is Lite only metalled road in the town, There 
has hitherto been n • attempt to dram away fchu surface water of the 
town Mid the main street leading to the Palace, lying on a slightly lower 
l c vel than the surrounding inohallas becomes in the ruins a roaring nullah i 
water thince (lows freely into the moat and other low lying parte outside 
the town wall, ni:d lying stagnant there for many months, forms a fertile 
breeding place for mosquitos ; the eater uf the moat is used to some ex¬ 
tent lor irrigation purposes but it does not run dry till February or March. 

1 luring the ruins and the fevpr season which follows, pools of water are 
to be found nil over the town. 

Three public latrines and 2ft urinals are scattered over the town and 
nil refuse i> removed in carts to u distance of about half a mils from the 
walla. The Conservancy Stair consists of one Jemadar, two Sepoys, one 
Cart Dr iver, Wo Bhisbees and twelve Sweepers. 

Certain private houses are supplied with latrines but the primitive 
conservancy system of the Indian Native village is still in vogue with the 
major i ty of the pupul at i on. 

The Hindu crematorium and the cemetery are outside the walls, 
about half a mile distant. 

IX. -JAIL, 

Until the year Jft7:\ Shahjnira possessed no Jail, but in that year 
when the Cour ts were opened, the present Jail was built; it U situated in 
the Palace compound and can accommodate 24 prisoners ; the total area of 
the compound it* 13,B7G square feet and the cubic capacity of the barracks 
is 15 500 cubic feet; there are sis. male wards and one female ; a new look¬ 
up was provided in I90S for juveniles in the Topkhnim opposite the 
Jail. 

The daily average of inmates for the hist five years has been 21 : the 
daily average of patients under treatment during the same period was 
l G2. No epidemics have visited the Jail ; the most common complaints 
from which the prisoners suffer from fever, Jiarrhcei and dyspepsia. 

One Sweeper is found sufficient to keep the Jail and its dry earth 

latrine clean. 

Hope ami dhurry making and newar weaving are the industries, 
carried on by the prisoners, who also grind corn and cook their own food. 

The diet of the prisoners is liberal.

There is no garden attached to this pvis ui, but vegetables are sup¬ 
plied from the Bazar or from the ll»j Garden. This is the only Jail in 
the Chicfship. 


X.—MEDICAL. 


<a) IftcftW Institutions .—Previous to the year 1872, there was no 
Hospital or Dispensary in the Chiefahipaud the sick were treated by the 
Native Hakims. 

The Raj Dispensarv, which is the only Medical institution in the 
State, was opened in the year 1872. anil» qualified Hospital Assistant was 
put in charge ; a very useful work lias been carried on amongst these very 
uneducated people, many of whom are, unfortunately, still greatly pre¬ 
judiced against European methods ot treatment. 

Table IX and X show the diseases treated in this Dispensary during 
the last twenty-five years. 

The Raj Dispensary compound is situated in the South-East quarter 
of the town, and is closely shut in by houses and high walls, J. hero are 
four wards which can accommodate 2U In-patients; there are in addition 
to these, three rooms, *.&, the Dispensary, the consulting room, where 
operations are also performed, and the Out-patient room. 

There is a good verandah in front of the building, where the patients 
sit while waiting for treatment. 

The Hospital Establishment consists of one Hospital Assistant with 
the following staff of servants : — 

One Compounder. One Vaccinator. 

One Dresser. One Bkistee. 

One Cook, One Sweeper. 

There is room for improvement in the Dispensary and the Surgical 
Equipment is as yet scanty, but it is suited to the present needs of Shah- 
pura. At present, cases requiring the performance of major operations 
are, when possible, sent, to Deolv and are treated there in the Charitable 
Dispensary. 

The Budget Allotment for the Hospital Establishment, medicines 
and contingencies for the year 1907-08 was Rs. 2,480, British coin, and 
the actual expenditure for the previous year was = Rs. 2,100.

(/j) The Mxlit ttl <md Suryical disorder# of Shtthpurn* 

The commonest diseases treated in this Hospital are:— 

Malarial Ft>L'(r &—Malaria is very prevalent in Shallpura, more 
especially during the '* Fever season,'’ which lusts from September to 
January ; the most common types met with are tertian and quartan 
levers, and less frequently quotidian : these fevers always give way to 
quinine or a combination of quinine and. arsenic; occasionally severe 
irregularly remittent Fevers are seen which yield to quinine, and which 
are, 1 believe, due to a mixed Muhuini infection. 

Venereal Diteases .—All forms of wuureal are commonly mot with; 
a severe type of syphilis is met with, due in nil probability to neglect 
und want of appropriate treatment, 

fSfctwuc Rheumatism. —This is fairly common amongst those of 
advancing years. 

Gitiiuin-wiu'in .—Most usually seen during and after the rains. 

Diseases of the Digestive Organs. — The commonest disorders of this 
system are Diarrhoea, Dysentery, Dyspepsia, and congestion of the liver 
with accompany tug piles ; Diarrhoea and Dysentery are common during 
the rains, and the latter disease yields readily to the sulphate treatment. 

Diseases if the Hejijiirultiry Orf/ans. —Pleurisy, Bronchitis and 
Pneumonia are frequent in the “old season and are due to chills, the 
result of insufficient clothing. Pneiiionia is yearly responsible for many 
deaths. Asthma is also fairly common. 

Diseases of the Eyes and Earn. —Conjunctivitis, Iritis, GlftBCOtnn, 
Cataract and chronic Granular disease of the lids with its consequent 
Trichiasis, Entropium and Corneal affections are very common. 

Besides the usual constitutional diatheses which predispose to eye 
disease, there are also certain possible climatic factors in the causation of 
some id these conditions ; these are tho frequent dust-storms of summer, 
the great heat and glare, and the hosts of dies which swarm at all seasons, 
but amount in the rains to a veritable plague. 

&urvy. —Canes are met with amongst the poorer classes, especially 
in years of scarcity. 

Delhi Sore and Sloughing Ulcers. 

akin Diseases .—Ringworm of the Body, Scabies, Herpes, Psoriasis, 
Urticaria, Favus and Tinea Tonsurans are all common. 

Less commonly met with are: — 

Enteric Eeccr .—Called by the natives mntigern or nikala. 

Tuberculosis. — Affections of lungs, bones mid joints, etc. 

Jfycefrwttt.—Occasional cases are seen. 

Cerebrospinal fever, —In 11)02 three cases of this disease were 
noticed, all of whom recovered. 

No cases of malignant disease have been treated at the Dispensary 
in the last ten years. No eases of stone have come under observation 
in the last few years; there is no leprosy in the Chtefship but leucoduroin 
is fairly common. 
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{c:}. Epidemics, 

plague .—There is no record of any Epidemic of Plague in the Chief- 
ship before the year 1304 : in that year one imported case was reported ; 
the patient came fr«m Bhilu'ara nud was the cause of the severe out¬ 
break of 1904-05, in which l,Gu7 cases, occurred with 1,11 5 deaths. Every 
effort was made during this epidemic to lessen the force and limit the 
spread of the disease; 1,313 persons were inoculated with Haffkeine’s 
Plague prophylactic; out of this number 26 were attacked and 12 died. 
Evacuation, Segregation, and disinfection, were adopted under the 
supervision of the Agency Surgeou ; the thoroughness with which these 
measures were carried out, was duo to the great interest which the 
Bajadhiraju Sahib took in the matter and to the energy of the Kamdar 
Sahib. 

Small- jiox .—Every year Small-pox of a more or less mild type visits 
the Cbiefship, but although it never assumes a widespread epidemic form, 
it yearly claims its list of victims. In 1905, (57 deaths were reported 
from this disease alone, while in the two following years the figures were 
60 and 72 giving an average yearly mortality of 1'47 per 1,000. 

Vaccination lias unfortunately been unpopular in this district, but it 
is progressing ; the Vaccination statistics can bo seen by a reference to 
Table XTll. 

Choki *.—The Statistics of the out-breaks of Cholera which have 
occurred m recent years may be seen from Table Xtl, 

The great famine of 190U-UI was resp usible for the cases which 
occurred iu that year, and those of J 906 were in the village of Doulat* 
pur a, 5 miles from Shah pur a town; precautionary measures were taken 
and the disease did not spread. 
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(d) —YaCcISaIT’N, 

"Vaccinatum is under the supervision *>f the Agemy Surgeon, 
Hk raoti and Toiik, mid is earned on by one Vaccinator under the direction 
of the Heap it'd Assistant in charge of the Raj Dispensary at Sbtihpiirti. 

The work is done ill tiie coo] months from October to March, both 
in Shnbpura town and in the neighbouring villages, 

Tlie Vaccinator tours round the villages four times a year and the 
Hospital Assistant makes mu* autumn atul one spring tout to encourage 
parents to bring forward their children for vaccination, and to note the 
results of the work done hy the Vaccinator. 

Table XIII shows the number of vaccinations performed during 
the period 1883 to 19UH.

XI-—FAMINES. 

Previous to tlit* gieat famine of 1699-1900, there la, but little on 
record concerning the famines of this district 

It would appear that scarcity and distress were felt in the yen™ 
lSli, I 833, 1S4S, 1660, IS<19-70, 1677-73, 1801-92 mid 1895-96. 

During the famine of 18G9 70, 2,000 persons are said to have emi¬ 
grated, and 9,000 to have died ; OS per cent, of the cattle perished. 

The famine of 1899-1900, was due to the rniuGill being scanty and 
irregular, and to its early cessation. The Khar if crop was very poor and 
lh Q JfaU was an absolute failure. Relief works were opened in October 
1899 and wore not closed till the middle of the following August, ufter 
the setting in of the monsoon proper. The relief works consisted of 
grass cutting, un«I the construction of the Railway earth-work aud of two 
large tanks nt Dhanope and Liswaria. The total amount spent an relief 
works, amounted to Ra. 64,574, (British coin ;) Poor houses were also 
instituted nl a cost to the Chiefsship of Rs, 12,306; that these relief 
works were successful may he seen From the fact that only 285 persons 
succumbed during this famine to insufficiency of food. 

The Treasury of the Chiefship suffered severe loss, owing to the 
necessary .suspension of five-twelfths of the revenue. 

Tiikiivi loans were issued t'» help the cultivators to maintain them- 
st-lvea and dig new wells, etc., and after the fall of the rains, sums of 
rmmey were also distributed from the Charitable Relief Fund to enable 
i Item to renew their stock and cattle. 

Owing to the scarcity of fodder no attempt was made to save 
the cattle, the greater number of which died of starvation; a few only 
which were provided with the leaves of trees survived.
